many of which are of 3o or 46 oO aafogrinn, and contain great and rich Families : ſhat it's 
believed by. many of their own Hamlet, that we are not a F ifth part. pet 

2. They ſay their accidental poor is much greater than formerly, &c. All perſons are ſenſible 

' what a ſevere year this hath been to the poor, thro want of imployment and ſcarcity of food 
no wonder therefore if ths year they have found an increaſe. But Wapping which under _ 
yearsagO paid no Overcelſs for accidental poor, hath for ſeveral years laſt paſt, been conſtrain'd 
to raiſe above 200 /. per Arnnm Overceſs, ſo that by their way of Computation , it they are 
3 times, we are 2-0 times poorer than formerly. : 

3. As tothe Repairsof the Church, we hope tis ſo unreaſonable, that it needs no Anſwer. 

4. As to the High-ways, we anſwer in general , 

'That time out of mind we never paid but 6 /. per Anmnm towards the High-ways , which 
continued till about the year 1679 , till which time we had Surveyors of our owv, and:ha-' 
ving by that time pav d our own CC were formerly gravell'd(which in our own 
RKamlct, not in another Pariſh (as they fallly affirm) coſt ſo much money ) They took the ad-- 
vantage of breaking the Old Contra&, and have ſince moſt grievouſly burthen'd us by ex- * 
travagant Expences and unjuſt Colle@ions 5 having in one year colle&ted in our Hamlet 17 !.
